At the 
first charge the men quailed. He tried it a second 
time, and under the stimulus of his energetic re- 
proaches for their previous flunk, ‘‘ the square stood 
the shock firmly, and the next moment the horse 
lay quivering in the death agony, pierced by the 
‘cold steel,’ while the rider, with his foot and knee 
caught, was unable to rise. But not a man moved, 
The square was silent and motionless asarock. At 
last, the colonel extricating himself, sprang to his 
feet, sheathed his sword, and stood for a moment, 
contemplating his dead horse, and then turned to 
the firm array of the gallant volunteers. ‘Very 
well done, boys,” he said with gravity ; ‘the horse 
and the square did their duty. You are now ready 
for the thousand dragoons.’ <A ringing cheer was 
the response, and from that day forward the corps 
and its commander would have ‘gone anywhere’ 
and ‘done anything’—together /’ This was very 
fine, but of what use was it? The men knew from 
the first that they ran no risk of an assault from 
their chief, and it is apparent that their only hesita- 
tion about prodding the horse with their bayonets 
was consideration for him and his rider. A charge 
from a single rider under such circumstances is no 
test of ability to stand the shock of a thousand hos- 
tile horsemen.

THE AUSTRIAN ARTILLERY. 


@ THERE are 13 regiments of field 
artillery in the Army of Austro- 
Hungary and 72 companies of 
garrison artillery. Fiveregiments 
have 7 batteries each, 2 of which 
are heavy-mounted batteries of 9, 
2 light-mounted batteries of 8, 
and one a depot battery. The 
other 8 regiments have each 13 
heavy batteries, 2 light batteries, 
and one depot battery. The gar- 
rison companies are formed into 
12 battalions of 6 companies each, 
and they furnish for field service 
22 mountain batteries of 4 pieces 
each. This gives for the field a 
total of 1,644 pieces, besides the 88 
mountain guns.

CAMP MITCHELL, ATLANTA, GA. 


September 27, 1885. 


Camp MITCHELL, the prettiest and coziest camp, 
holding two companies of the 2d Art., still exists 
here amongst the pines of Georgia, and as faras I 
can see, no one in this neighborhood regrets its exis- 
tence. Healthy, pleasant, situated on the outskirts 
of the city of Atlanta, fresh, clear drinking water, 
and with as light duties as the military service will 
permit, it can hardly seem possible that we can be 
dissatisfied with this camp and its surroundings. To 
one not especially accustomed to the scene of a mili- 
tary encampment the white canvas of the tents,

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WASHINGTON ITEMS. 


General O. D. Greene, Adjutant General’s Depart- 
ment, returned to Washington, D. C., on September 
16 from a short vacation at Cobourg, Canada, ac- 
companied by his family, who have been spending 
the summer at the Arliagton Hotel, in that place. 
He was also accompanied by Lieutenant Kernan, 
U. 8. A.. and wife (General Greene’s daughter), who 
will spend some time ut home, No. 1920 Sunderland 
Place, in that city. 

Messrs. Hunton and Chandler, counsel for Pay- 
master-General Joseph A. Smith, of the Navy, on 
Monday morning filed a petition in the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia asking that a writ 
of prohibition be issued restraining the Secretary of 
the Navy from furiher proceedings in relation to 
the charges against their client. The Smith Court- 
martial reassembled at 11 o’clock that morning, in 
compliance with the orders issued by Secretary 
Whitney last week, and each member was served 
with a notice of theapplication made by the counsel 
to the Supreme Court. Secretary Whitney was served 
with a similar notice, in consequence of which he 
directed the court to adjourn for two weeks. The 
application of counsel sets forth that the office of 
Paymaster-General is a civil one, the functions of 
which are discretionary with the incumbent, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Secretary of the Navy, 
and that the Court-martial has no jurisdiction in the 
oe. This proceeding differs from that taken 
»y the counsel of Dr. Wales, the latter applying for 
a writ of habeas corpus to relieve the accused from 
the military arrest. . The court, in the Wales case, 
did not decide upon the point of jurisdiction of 
Courts-martial. Counsel asked to be heard upon 
this application next Wednesday at 10 o’clock. 
When arguments were made by Mr. Chandler. coun- 
sel tor Paymaster General Smith, in support of his 
client’s petition. Assistant Attorney General Maury 
uppeared for the respondents. Secretary Whitney, 
as defendant, says: “That this court oughi not to 
have or take further cognizance of the said petition 
and proceedings as to him, the said defendant, for 
that is the object and purpose of said petition and 

roceeding to prohibit and restrain him, the said 
defendant, from the exercise of powers and duties 
appertaining to bis said office of Secretary of the 
Department of the Navy, whereas it is beyond the 
jurisdiction of this court and the judicial power of 
the United States to restrain or otherwise inter- 
meddle with the exercise of said powers and duties 
which belong ‘to and form a part of the political 
powers and duties of the Government of the United 
States, and this the said defenaantis ready to verify; 
wherefore he prays judgment whether this court 
can or will take further cognizance of the said peti- 
tion and proceedings.”’ 

The District Court declined to interfere, and the 
petitioner’s counsel noted an appeal to the U.S. 
Supreme Court.

GRANT'S FIRST LITERARY WORK. 


GEN. BADEAU’s paper on the “Last Days of Gen. 
Grant,” in the October Century, gives the following 
account of the way Gen. Grant’s literary work was 
brought about: “As early as December, 1883, the ed- 
itors of the Century magazine had inquired of me 
whether Gen. Grant could not be induced to write 
about one or two of his battles for thir series of 
apers on the war, mentioning Shiloh and the Wil- 
erness. 1 laid the matter before him, but he was 
disinclined to attempt the unfamiliar task. The 
editors, however, renewed their solicitations. Aiter 





the failure of Grant and Ward they addressed mea 
letter, saying: ‘The country looks with so much re- 
egret and sympathy upon Gen. Grant's misfortune 
thatit would glally welcome the announcement, 
and especially the publication of material 1elating 
to him or by him, concerning a part of his honor 
career in which every one takes pride. It would be 
spel they said, ‘to have its attention diverted from 

is present troubles, and no doubt such diversion of 
his own mind would be welcome to him.’ 


“He was touched by the tone of the communica- 
tion, but shrank at first from preseuting himself to 
the public at this juncture, preferring absolute 
withdrawal and retirement. When I conveyed his 
reply, I spoke of the complete financial ruin that 
bad overtaken him. The editors at once mquired 
whether a pecuniary inducement wight not bave 
weight, and made an offer to him for two articles on 
any of his battles which he might select. His neces- 
sities decided him. The modern Belisarius did not 
mean to beg. 

“In June he went to Long Branch for the summer, 
and soon afterwards sent for me and showed me a 
few pages he had written. and called an article. The 
fragment was terse and clear, of course, like almost 
everything he wrote, but too laconic and compact, 
[ knew, to suit the editorial purpose; it would not 
have filled three pages of the mugazine. I urged 
him to expand it. 

“<‘But why write more? he asked, ‘I have told 
the story. What more is there to say? ’ ; 

“I begged bim to go into detail, to explain his 
purposes and movements, to describe the command- 
ers, to give pictures of the country; aud he seized 
the idea, and developed the sketch into a more pro- 
tracted effort. It was copied by his eldestson, who car- 
ried itto the editors, one of whom at once came to see 
him, and asked him to still further extend his article 
by including topics covered by him in the interview. 
He consented again, and the paper became the elab- 
orate one—elaborate for its author—which appeared 
in the Century for February, 1885. This was General 
Grant’s first attempt at anything like literary or 
historical composition.”

A short stop was also made at Rock 
Springs, where the recent mine troubles created 
such an excitement. Everything is quiet there now. 
and the Chinamen are at work again. The United 
States troops are there yet and will remain until all 
difficulties are settled.

N. A. MILEs, commanding the Department 
of the Missouri, reached here from Leavenworth 
yesterday afternoon, in connection with Indian mat- 
ters in the district, and will start South, via Albu- 
querque, at noon to-day. we Gilliss, chief Q. M., 
is here with the General. Gen. Bradley 1s absent 
from his post at the Navajo Agency. Fort Defiance, 
where a reported alliance of the hostile Apaches 
with Navajo’s may take place. Such a thing, how- 
ever, is not likely. The Navajos have been friendly 


and prefer industrial pursuits to warfare. There 
are a few among the young men of the tribe, whose 
hot blood prompts an occasional aggressive exhibi- 
tion of temper, but the older bucks have sufficient 
influence to control them iu affairs of any magni- 
tude. The mnqenee Chiricahuas have returned from 
Mexico to the Territory, and have killed four or five 
settlers in the last few Gays. It will be impossible 
for them to depredate any more, as they are now 
surrounded and corralled on the line by our troops 
and militia. They will either surrender or get killed 
off inside of the next 15 days. 

There are all sorts of conjectures from Arizona as 
to the how and the when of the winding up of Ger- 
onimo. The prevalent impression among the offi- 
cers in the field is that the troops will be out all 
winter. The latest reliable news I have heard is 
that Geronimo is on our side of che line again; that 
Nana so far from beimg killed is with Geronimo ; 
also nine or ten other warriors, all supposably at the 
last account making for the San Mateo mountains. 
lf this is allso, some of the Cavalry now mong 
the border will soon be moving inland. oop K, 
10th Cavalry, is on the extreme right of the line.in 
the Patagonia mountains, and has been lying low 
there for over a mouth. R 





THE WYOMING TROUBLES. 


Apvicss of Sept. 18, from Cheyenne, says: “ Under 
instructions from the Attorney General of the U.S., 
District Attcrney Campbell came to Rock Springs to- 
day, to assist the Chinese Consuls in their investi 
tions. Adjutant General Williams, of Gen. Scho- 
field's staff, has wired General Schofield a statement 
of the situation, and gives his opinion that in conse- 
quence of the amount of guard duty to be done, 100 
more soldiers should be sent here.

FORT MAGINNIS, MONTANA. 


Tue Mineral Argus of Sept. 10 says: “Gen. J. W. 
Forsyth, ist Cavalry, commander of Fort Maginnis, 
is using all vigilance to put a stop to Indians roving 
over the country tributary to his post. He was in- 
formed last Saturday that a band of thirteen Crows 
were coming this way, also that another party of 70 
had crossed in the vicinity of Billings, and headed 
for the Musselshell and Judith countries, apparently 
en route to the Piegan reservation. He immediately 
ordered out the —s sending a portion, under 
Capt. Garvey, into the Judith Basin, and another: 
portion, under Lieut. Bomus, to scour the Mussel- 
shell country. Lieut. Bomus’s command came upon 
the band of 13 Indians on Yellow Hawk Creek, dis- 
armed them and sent them with an escort of soldiers 
to the post. After examination and restoration of 
stolen horses yowy 4 were sent back to their reserva- 
tion. Thereisto be no further favoritism shown 
thieving red devils by military authorities, who are 
instructed to put a stop to Indian pilgrimages, and 
if all post commanders show the disposition to ca 
out the orders of the Government that Gen. Forsyth, 
of Maginnis, has within the past week, there will be 
little trouble in the future, and the “* Noble (?) Red 
Man” will speedily realize that, 1f he desires to exist 
on this sphere, he must remain on the grounds set 
aside for his exclusive occupation.”

Ow the 31st of August two troops of the 3d Cav- 
alry, which had been serving in the Indian Terri- 
tory, returned to this place with horses pretty well 
worn and jaded, after their long march from Ari- 
zona here, afterward scouting along the Rio Grande, 
and then to Crisfield, Kansas.

‘Two companies of Indian 
scouts in Arizona,{;commanded by officers of the 3d 
Cavalry, have been doing excelleat service, and re- 
port has it that they have not only killed and ca 
tured a goodly number of hostiles, while scouting in 
Sonora, but have killed or seriously wounded that 
most pestiferous miscreant Geronimo, chief devil- 
incarnate of the hideous Chiricahua Apaches. We 
hope it is true, though there seems some doubt about 
his having yet been wiped off the face of the earth. 
Lieutenant Ducat, with a detachment of twenty 
men of Troop E, 3d Cavalry, left here on the .0th to 
scout the country in the direction of the Rio Grande, 
and bring in, if possible,a party of about twenty 
Apaches, who are supposed to be wending their way 
back to the peaceful precincts of some Indian reser- 
vation through the State of Texas. We all hope the 
young lieutenant will be successful in his search, his 
men belonging to the troop which Captam Lawson 
used to lead with so much credit to himself and 
damage to the savages. 
Such glorious weather as we are having here gives 
us a foretaste of Paradise, and if we could only 
drink the water without danger we would be ex- 
tremely happy and satisfied. great deal of fruit 
is raised by the Mexican rancheros in the Limpia 
Valley and no one suffers for want of water-melons 
and mush-melons. This fruit is supplemented with 
lemons and oranges from over the border, grapes 
from El Paso and vicinity, and pears and peaches 
from the Pacific Coast. You know the Paso 
grapes and onions have a wide reputation, deser- 
vedly gained, for they are the best that are raised 
any where. 

The cattle are fat, the beef good, and a thousand 
donkeys, called here burros, “ make night hideous”’ 
by their braying. ry and goats abound and look

In this a prompt ac- 
quittal for a time eclipsed his genius, but the officers 
over at the War Department are confident that 
young Avis will not drop the matter, ard that it 
will bob up again in some shape before the Depart- 
ment. A well known General in the Army relates 
the following incident to illustrate the persistency 
of Lieut. Avis. The circumstances alluded to are 
recent, the final steps in the affair having been 
taken only last week: “‘ Not long ago some matters 
at the post where he is stationed did not suit him, 
and he wrote an official letter to the post commander 
concerning it. The commander ruled against him 
and returned the papers. Not satisfied, the Lieuten- 
ant forwarded the papers to General Terry and was 
again ruled inst. Next he appeuled to Major 
General Schofield, the Division commander, and 
again the papers were returned disapproved. Not 
yet daunted, the embryo general forwarded the ac- 
cumulated documents, all this time following the 
regulation to send all communications through the 
prover military channels, to Lieutenant-General 

heridan, who promptly ‘sat on’ the young man in 
his peculiar way and sent back the papers again. 
This, of course, ended the matter? Not much. They 
were sent on their way again ware the proper 
channels,’ to the Secretary of War, who gasped at 
the young man’s brass-buttoned cheek, and then, 
following suit with General Sheridan and his other 
subordinates, decided the case and returned the 
papers.

QUINNEBAUG, 3d rate, 8 guns, Comdr. Nicoll

A letter from the Quinnebaug, received at Annapolis, re- 
ports that Coxrmander Ludlow and seven of his officers, ac- 
companied Minister Cox, on the 25th of August, on the 
occasion of his presentation to the Sultan. Mr. Cox made a 
neat s h, replete with courteous and cordial expressions, 
to which the Sultan replicd in the same tone. H. E. Assim 
Pasha interpreted. A private audience was afterwards 
given by the Sultan to Minister Cox, to which were invited 

Consul General Heap, Secretary of Legation, Emmett, 
and Commander Ludlow. 

On the 27th of August, the Quinnebaug, upon invitation, 

participated in the annual regatta held under the immediate 
patronage of the Sultan, at the Island of Prinkipo, some ten 
miles from Constantinople. The Lape Jett her an- 
chorage in the Bosphorous the evening of the 25th for Prin- 
kipo, and anchored there. A course for boat racing had 
been marked out, and stands erected along the beach for 
sight-seers, who numbered thousands. Crowded steamboats 
continally arrived. The Italian, Russian and Austrian gun- 
boats were there. All ships were dressed with a liberal dis- 
play of bunting, whilst the shore presented a gay, animated 
and holiday apperance. Sixteen races in all were competed 
for—with skiffs, sailing vachts, the native caiques, gigs, cut- 
ters, etc., but all interest seemed to be centered on the sixth 
race, which was for navy cutters with 12 oars, distance 
three miles; first prize, eight Turkish pounds, second prize 
five Turkish pounds, and the first race in which the Quinne- 
baug’s cutter entered. Although there had been such short 
netice, and but little chance to practice, and the Turkish 
boats had heretofore carried the first prize, the cutter of the 
Quinnebaug won the race, carrying off the first prize, and 
beating seven other cutters, six of which were Turkish. 
The loud cheers whicb resounded from thousands of throats, 
with * Bravo, Americanos,” made us feel proud of our boat 
and crew. In the eighth race the same cutter, with ten 
oars, ied the second prize—the Austrian capturing the 
first. In the evening the town was nw ry illuminated, a 
display of fireworks took place, and a ball wound up the 
day’s festivities. Hobart Pasha, Woods Pasha and many 
other notable Turkish officials have visited the Quinnebaug 
while here. On the 24th instant the flags were at half-mast, 
in memory of the late General Grant. The innebaug ex- 
pected to leave shortly for Therapia, on the phorus, the 
summer residence of foreign am dors and ministers, 
where Minister Cox is at present residing. 
While the innebaug remained at anchor off Beyrout, 
Syria, some misunderstanding arose between the Governor 
of Acre and the American consul there, necessitating the 
transfer of Col. Robertson, the American consul at Bevrout, 
to Acre. Col. Robertson took passage on the a. 
From Acre the steamer proceeded across the Bay of Acre 
and anchored off Haifa, (Mt. Carmel,) where a prosperous 
German colony is located. Then she proceeded to Jaffa and 
Port Said, Egypt, and later to Alexan‘tria, where an anchor- 
age was made abreast the Rass-el-tin Palace. At the time of 
the arrival of the United States vessel troops were returning 
from the Soudan and transports were constantly arriving 
from Suakim, so that the harbor displayed ra bustle and 
activity. The French evolution squadron arrived, con- 
sisting of five large ironclads and two despatch vessels, and 
the edive having come to Alexandria from Cairo, visited 
the French admiral, on which occasion the Quinnebaug’s 
crew manned yards and dressed ship, the Khedive going 
around the Quinnebaug 1m his state barge. The innebaug 
afterwards returned to the Syrian coast, arriving first at 
Halifax and then at Beyrout. At the latter place the Per- 
sian Monarch, a British hired transport, came in disabled, 
and the Quinnebaug’s crew rendered assistance, for which 
service Commander Ludlow received the thanks of the 
British Government.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue French frigate La Flore and its consort, La 
Bouvet, sailed from Quebec Sept. 18, the former for 
New York, and the latter for Boston, but later will 
join the Fiore at New York. 

CoMMODORE ScuHuiey, Chief of the Bureau of 
Equipment and Recruiting, has changed the silk 
ribbon used forthe navy good-cond.ict badge by 
putting a narrow stripe of blue in the centre of the 
broad central one of scarlet. This change was made 
at the request of the officials of the Military Order 
of the Loyal Legion, whose ribbon is the same as the 
one changed. 

Mr. McINTyRE, late superintendent of construc- 
tion of the English war ships Swiftswre, Triumph, 
and Terror, has patented a new type of armor plate. 
The design includes the complete protection, at the 
water line, of war ships by a}>-shaped armor belt. 
The.two plates forming the belt would have a hori- 
zontal projection of 5 feet and a vertical height. of 
10 feet, or each plate would be on an angle of 45deg. 
The upper plate, in a design submitted, would be 8 
inches thick by 7 feet wide, the lower plate 5 inches 
thick by 7 feet wide, and below all is a vertical plate 
9 inches thick by 2 feet wide. The apex of the “>” 
would be at the waterline. Mr. McIntyrecalculates 
that the resisting power to shot is doubled by the 
inclination of the plates, and that the saving in 
weight over vertical plate of equal resistance is as 7 

ounds to 10 pounds. Among the other advantages 
it makes ramming by an enemy’s ship dangerous 
work to the attacking party; the overhang forms 
a good point of attachment for torpedo netting, 
and, by adding to the ship’s beam at the water line 
it will materially steady the vessel in rough weather. 
Engineering News says the expedient is simple and 
seems effective, but the idea is practically antedated 
by the rams Vindicator and Avenger, built about 
1864 for service in the Mississippi Squadron during 
our late war, where the ‘‘>,’’ however, was solidly 
packed with wood. 

THE London Truth informs its readers that the 
United States frigate Pensacola (flagship of Admiral 
Franklin), which has arrived at Southampton lately, 
is “‘a vessel of great historical interest, as she 1s 
the ship which sank the Alabama.” 

THe terms of the crews of the following vessels on 
foreign stations will expire generally about the 
dates named: Nipsic, March, 1886; Kearsarge, June, 
1886; Alert, August, 1886; Trenton, September, 1886; 
Shenandoah, October, 1886. The Jamestown, Sara- 
toga, and Portsmouth are to be repaired at the Nor- 
folk Navy-yard,and will probably soon be ordered 
there for that purpose. From ten to fifteen work- 
ing duys will be needed to prepare them for their 
winter cruise, and as bad weather may be expected 
they will doubtless be at the yard at least three 
weeks. 

Apvicrs from the New York Navy-yard state that 
owing to the imperfection of the plans proposed for 
the reconstruction of the Ifitrepid, work has been 
discontinued. The Board of Survey which exam- 
iued the Richmond reports that 351,000 is necessary 
to put her in seaworthy condition. Secretary Whit- 
ney thinks the amount too much aid has ordered 
the Board to make another survey. The Powhatan 
is nearly finished, and it is expected that she will be 
ready to be used as a coast despatch in a few weeks. 
It was expected that the Tennessce would be ready 
to again carry the flag of Admiral Jouett not later 
than Oct. 1, but at present outlook it appears that at 
the earliest she will not be ready to join the North 
Atlantic squadron until Nov. 1

THE NAVAL ACADEMY VISITORS. 


WE are in receipt of a copy of the report of tbe 
Board of Visitors to the Naval Academy. They 
point out the results of the present injurious system 
of appointment by which a part of the class is each 
year admittcd m May and part in September, and 
recommend a change in the law so that all can have 
the advantage of the summer cruise which begins in 
June and continues until September1. Now a part 
of the class begin the course of instruction in the 
Academy with several mouths’ valuable instruction 
in advance of the rest of the class, which places 
those who may enter in September at a great disad- 
vaniage ip pursuing their studies, which they may 
never overcome. It is suggested that the candidate 
should be appointed one year in advance of a vacan- 
cy as in the case of the Military Academy, that he 
should have an alternate, and that each should be 
notified to appear for examination in May next pre- 
ceding the vacancy in June. It is found upon inves- 
tigation that in some cases when a cadet has been 
dismissed for cause, or allowed to resign to avoid 
dismissal, the same cadet has again been appointed 
by the Member of Congress in the district where he 
resides, and in this manner again returned to the 
Academy. vet’ , ; 

The Board is of opinion that here isa wrong which 
ought so be corrected by proper legislation. No 
reason is perceived why, under the law, the cadets 
at the Naval Academy should not occupy the same 
position to the Navy that the cadets at West Point 
do tothe Army as part of it. As to powers relating 
to the discipline of cadets, they should be both 
placed upon the same ground. The cadets at West 
Point, under the acts of Congress being a vart of 
the Army, are subject to Courts-martial, and the 
Board are of the opinion that if a similar act was 
passed declaring the naval cadets to be a part of the 
Navy, all rules and regulatiens established for the 
proper government and management of the Naval 
Academy might be much better enforced, and thus 
the Academy might be improved in its usefulness. 

The Board believe that the course of study is as 
full and as varied as it is possible to make it within 
afour year limit. They are also satisfied that the 
marks are carefully determined by a high standard, 
and that every precaution is taken to prevent fav- 
oritism. They suggest whether it would not be ju- 
dicious to provide for graduate courses after the 
sixth year. ¢ 

While commending the good care taken of the 
Academy buildings the Board criticize their condi- 
dition and recommend that new quarters be erected 
on the ground now occupied by the old quarters, 
with a pew mess hall and kitchen and separate from 
them; and that the present new quarters be re- 
modelled to furnish quarters for officers, professors 
and others now obliged to rent quarters in Anna- 
polis. ‘They further recommend that the new 
quarters for the superintendent be finished without 
delay, and that the Government purchase about 
three acres on the western limits of the Academy 
now occupied by unsightly old rookeries. 

Itis suggested that the Academy should be pro- 
vided with sample pieces of the latest and most ef- 
fective guns that have been adopted by our Board 
of Ordnance; with a Hotchkiss 2-inch gun, and also 
with one of the 6-inch modern steel guns, such as 
are now at the Experimental Battery at this place; 
with working models, showing in detail the construc- 
tion of the different types of iron vessels, more es- 
pocially the heavy ironclads. The most remarkable 
need of the Academy, and, in the opinion of the 
Board, a very serious oue, 1s for means of instruction 
about the construction of medern ships fof war of 
various classes, The Board urge that steps be taken 

















to supply this need. Too much of the apparatus of 
instruction in various departments is out of date. 
The Department of Construction is hardly repre- 
sented at all. 

The Board says: Under the administration of the 
present Superintendent and his excellent corps cf 
assistants, the discipline of the Academy has reached 
its highest point of excellence, notwithstand the 
fact of the imperfect state of the law governing the 
Academy. _+ The inhuman, disgraceful and 
unmanly practice of “‘hazing’’ seems to have well 
nigh disappeard from the Academy, and the faithful 
and impartial execution of the law in that regard 
by the present Superintendent cannot be too highly 
commended. The drills, both infantry and artillery. 
exhibit the most careful training, and the company 
and battalion manoeuvres were creditable alike to 
officers and cadets. The present system of practical 
exercises has developed a brain and brawn in the 
naval cadets peculiarly fitting them for officers who 
are to command ships and fight battles. The admin- 
istration and police are all that the most critical 
onan ask, and meet the unqualified approval of the 

oard. 

The Board urge the adoption of a post-graduate 
course in the higher branches of applied mathe- 
matics, to fit more thoroughly those cadets who, 
after the completion of their six years’ course, be- 
come engineers in the service. This system would 
make the Naval Academy one of the best, if not the 
best, institution of learning in the world. 

The examination papers in English studies com- 
pare favorably with those presented by a college 
class, and the drawing exercises deserve especial 
commendation. When it is remembered that the 
young man who makesthe drawing also makes the 
pattern, works the metal, fits the part to the engine 
of a steam launch, works the engine, manceuvres 
the boat in a fleet of naval steam vessels, lands a 
howitzer battery and fights a battle with if, it is 

lain that few young men enjoy such opportunities 

or acqniring valuable powcrs of various kinds as 
the young men at this institution. 

The Board differ in opinion as to amending the 
act of August 5, 1882, so as mot to include the cadets 
who entered the service before its passage. Messrs. 
Thomas and Le Fevre dissented from the judg- 
ment of the others, that this change was de- 
sirable, and they will make a minority report. This 
act limits the nuinber of graduates permitted to con- 
tinue in the service. 








NAVAL ACADEMY.

MARE ISLAND, CAL. 


In a recent article on the Navy-yard at Mare Is- 
land im general and the fortifications of San Francis- 
co in particular, the Bulletin ofthat city says: ‘There 
is not to-day a gun in the fortifications of this har- 
bor or in the gun parkat Mare Island, which is not 
of an obsolete type, und which is not worthless against 
an ironclad. he heavy rifled ordnance construc- 
ted East cannot be brought by rail across the con- 
tinent; neither the cars nor the railroad bridges are 
sufficiently strong to bear the immense weight. The 
guns willall have tobe brought by sea around Cape 
Horn. In time of war this would of course be at 

reatrisk. We would virtually be cut off from an 

epot of supplies so far as heavy armament is con- 
cerned. This coast is thus not only absolutely de- 
fenceless at present, but is entirely dependent on the 
old sea route of many thousands of miles and months 
of time in the manner of transportation, to remedy 
the deficiency. Two steel cruisers ought to be con- 
structed on the Pacific Coast—one of them at Mare 
Island and the other at San Francisco. A gun foun- 
dry at Mare Island would supply them with their 
armament and alsv that of the earthworks or 
other fortifications that may be deemed necessary 
to place the harbor of San Francisco in proper de- 
fence. Our Senators and Congressmen ought to 
push this matter with their utmost energy. Mr. 
Holman, though a strict economist, quite famous 
for his opposition to everything that partakes of the 
nature of liberal appropriations, is said to be much 
impressed with the views of the Commodore with 
regard to the necessity of a proper “plant” at Mare 
Island, which was further strengthened by a visit to 
the fortifications in the harbor where he personally 
noticed that with their old-fashioned smooth-bore 
guns, they were no substantial protection to the city. 
He is expected to assisS our Congressional delegation 
in any effort in this directon.” 
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WE are indebted to a correspondent at the Camp 
near Crisfield, Kansas, for a photograph in group of 
the U.S. cavalry and infantry officers lately on duty 
at that point.

THE HAZEN COURT-MARTIAL. 


A HANDSOME volume from the press of D. VAN 
NosTRAND* contains a report of the Hazen Court- 
martial with a statement of the opinion entertained 
by T. J. Mackey, counsel for General Hazen, as to 
the responsibility for the disaster to the GREELY 
expedition, and a proposition as to reforms in the 
law and practice of Courts-martial. Mr. MACKEY 
presents his client in the character of an injured vic- 
tim of a persecution promoted by his enemies and fay- 
ored by an unjust system of administering military 
law. ‘‘Issues,” he says, ‘‘ which involved the very 
existence of the signal service were commenced by 
Secretary LINCOLN soon after he entered office, and 
were kept up offensively to the end. General Hazen 
was thus placed on the defensive from the beginning, 
and many have been led to mistake this forced de- 
fence against continuous attacks, for unwarranted 
and captious criticism of his official superior by the 
Chief Signal Officer.” Among the evidences of this 
which Mr. MAcKEY cites is that ‘‘Secretary Lin- 
COLN foisted a negro recruit upon the Signal Corps, 
a select organization, which has always been com- 
posed exclusively of white soldiers.” Another is 
the assignment to the Signal Corps of Captain OLm- 
STEAD against the protest of General Hazen made 
upon the ground that he ‘‘ would not be a safe cus- 
todian of public funds. As predicted, he embez- 
zled a considerable amount of public money and in 
less than a year was cashiered upon charges pre- 
ferred by General Hazen.” 

But worse than this, if we are to accept Mr. Mac- 
KEY’s opinion, ‘‘ to silence criticism after famine had 
done its deadly work at Cape Sabine, the Secretary 
of War sought to discredit and crush General Hazen 
and as a last resort Commander ScHLEy’s Munchau- 
sen report on temperatures was invoked.”’ General 
HaZEN is described as one ‘‘ who did his duty fear 
lessly, faithfully, and sagaciously, in all things com- 
mitted to his administration as the Chief Signal 
Officer of the Army.” The case against Lieutenant 
GARLINGTON is presented at length and attention is 
invited ‘‘ to the statements of Signal Corps observers 
LaM4R and ELLIs, two of Lieutenant GARLINGTON’s 
most efficient subordinates in the relief expedition, 
as unfolding such a wanton disregard of duty on 
the part of that officer, and such an improvident 
waste of food on his retreat, and general unfitness

ctice of Courts-martial. By T. J. Mackey, Counsel for 
ier. B. Hazen, cer, U. 8. 
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to command, as must fatigue the indignation of 
every civilized man who peruses them.” 

Yet, great as was the fault ot GARLINGTON, Mr, 
MAcKEY would have us believe, ‘‘it only rendered 
the tragedy at Cape Sabine probable. It was re- 
served for a high official to make it certain and 
shut the gates of hope upon Lieutenant GREELY and 
companions.” In proof of this Mr. M. sets forth 
at length Secretary LincoLN’s action with reference 
to sending to Cape Sabine a relief steamer from St. 
John after GARLINGTON had returned to that port. The 
Secretary’s action is charitably ascribed to his being 
‘*unconsciously misled in matters relating to Gen- 
eral HazEN by a party of men who were bitterly 
hostile to General Hazen but friendly to himself, 
He further tells us that,‘‘ it is well known that the 
then President felt no interest in Arctic matters, and 
that he would not have crumpled a single rose-leaf 
upon his couch, if by turning his body he could have 
discovered the North Pole.” 

We do not propose to re-enter upon the controversy 
as to the responsibility for Arctic disasters, to which 
this work would invite us. Expeditions so fore- 
ordained and predestined to end in failure as are 
those in search of the Pole, are equally certain, as 
experience has shown, to end in criminution and re- 
crimination. Whether we do this or do that; follow 
the one course or choose the other, the inevitable 
result in defeat, if not disaster, is so inevitable that 
over the entrance to the Arctic seas might appro- 
priately be inscribed the warning motto which barred 
the approach to the inferno of Dante. In saying 
this we do not lose sight of what Arctic enterprise 
has done for geographical discovery, but we remem- 
ber that this has only been incidental to the failure of 
its main purpose, which has been, first the discovery 
of a practicable passage around the North Ameri- 
can continent and then a nearer approach to the 
Pole. The primary cause of Arctic controversy is 
thus the hopelessness of Arctic enterprise, and it is 
not clear as to how much profit there is in encour- 
aging these personal controversies which neither re- 
call the dead nor console the living. 

As to General Hazen, there is-no disguising the 
fact that the woods are full of his enemies, or, as 
we should rather say, of his critics, and it 
is not impossible that the influence of personal hos- 
tility may be traced in the proceedings taken against 
him, however just may be thought the final judg- 
ment pronounced upon him. There is undoubted 
force in some of the criticisms upon Courts-martial 
which are found in this volume, and we are quite 
clear as to one thing, and that is that if we should 
chance to be in disfavor with the military authori- 
ties we should pray that Heaven would save us from 
trial by Court-martial. Mr. Mackey is not far 
wrong in saying that the power of the officer who 
convenes a Court-martial to review its proceedings 
denies to it the safeguards which protect every other 
class of judicial tribunal from being swerved from 
the strict line of duty by executive dictation. The 
habit of mind in the military service, and especially 
with mature officers of high rank, is, he goes on to 
say, ‘‘ eminently one of respect for authority, reach- 
ing naturally from the office even to the person of 
the officer. This idea of loyalty impels to faithful 
service, and is generally inseparable from it. But 
it tends to make the members of a Court-martial 
partial judges, and this unconsciously and without 
even the color of impure motive, when the highest 
official is the accuser and practically selects the 
court. Under such circumstances there cannot be 
an impartial court. A junior officer expressing his 
opinion in good faith as to a matter vital to his repu- 
tation, and in respectful terms, is thus made liable 
to a Court-martial, if his superior had previously 
expressed a contrary opinion, and conviction would 
follow almost to a certainty, as in our practice 4 
bare majority can convict.” 

Mr. Mackey presents a series of ten reforms pro- 
posed, which are as follows, and which we give 
here for the information and the consideration of 


those most interested : 


First—The officer who prefers the charge, Or who bes - 
any wise conduced to the preferring of the same, shi jo _ 
detail the members of the court-martial for the tr 


rats der a 
Second—The President shall not have power to order @ 
court-martial to be convened, except when t 
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appear, by a certificate annexed to the order making the de- 

, that itcould not be avoided without manifest injury to 
the service, such certificate to be signed by the officer who 
appointed the court. 

‘o .rth—The judge-advocate shall not be presefit at the 
secret deliberations of the court, during any stage of the 
trial, or when it retires to make up its finaings and sentence. 

Fitth—The court-martial s»all exhaust each specification 
by its findings, and shall find the accused either guilty or not 
guilty of the fact aileged therein, each specification to be 
passed upon as an entirety; and the court shall have no power 
to find as to any separate part thereof, or in any manner to 
amend a specitication, by substitution or otherwise, after 
the accused has pleaded to the same; and 1f he is not proved 
guilty as charged he shall be acquitted. 

Sixth—No officer or enlisted man shall be adjudged guilty 
in any capital case, except all the members of the court-mar- 
tial concur iu the finding of guilty, and in every other case 
it shall require the concurrence of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers in oruer to convict. 

_Seventh—When the findings and sentence of a court-mar- 
tial are duly recorded and signed by the president thereof, 
he shall announce the same in open court, in the presence of 
the accused, who may then, by himself or by counsel in his 
behalf, give notice of his exceptions to such findings and sen- 
tence, and shall be entitled to three days after the promul- 
gation of sentence to file with the judge-advocate the 
grounds of such exceptions, and the same s trans- 
mitted with the record of the proceedings to the reviewing 
authority. 

Eighth—A court-martial shall not have power in any case 
to revise either its findings or sentence after the same shall 
have been promulgated or transmitted to the reviewing au- 
thority. 

Ninth—Should the accused voluntarily fail to appear for 
sentence the proceedings shall be forwarded to the reviewing 
authority, and the findings and sentence shall be promul- 
gated after the same have been approved or disapproved. 

Tenth—The reviewing authority shall certify in every case 
that he has carefully read the evidence before the court, 
and af considered all exceptions filed in behalf of the 
accused, 








THE INSPECTOR-GENERAL. 


THE appointment of Colonel ABsALoM BarrpD to be 
Inspector-General, vice Davis, retired, on Wednes- 
day last, ended one of the most spirited, and yet 
friendly, contests ever known between two officers. 
The decision was reached by the President after a 
consultation with the Secretary of War late Tues- 
day afternoon. Up tothat time you could have 
‘paid your money and taken your choice,” the 
chances were so equal. The President, from the 
first,, recognized the brilliant record of General 
BatxD, and alxo the fact that in the ordinary course 
he would not again have an opportunity for that 
promotion which his record so richly deserved, but 
he seemed loath to depart from his rule of seniority 
Had the ages of the officers been reversed, it is safe 
to assume that General Barrp would not have been 
appointed. Colonel Jones, if he lives, is sure to 
have the next promotion, and will receive it, too, at 
the hands of President CLEVELAND, as General 
BatrD will retire several months before the present 
Executive term expires. 

The friendly spirit in which this contest for the 
position of Inspector-General has been carried on is 
indicated by the correspondence between the two 
aspirants, which was published last June. In a 
letter to Colonel Jones, General Barrp, with an ex- 
pression of sentiments of the profoundest considera- 
tion, said : 

You are my senior on the Army List, but in every other 
Way you are my junior. I graduated from West Point in 
1849, you in 1851; 1 became Ist Lieutenant in 1853, you four 
years later, but in 1861 you were made Captain, Assistant 
Quartermaster twenty days before I was made Captain, 
Assistant Adjutant-Geneéral, and for this reason only, when 
we were both transferred on the same day to the Inspector- 
General’s Department, you were placed above me, and for 
this reason you now rank me, Then, you are nearly seven 
years younger than I am, and you would have that lengtn 
of time to serve after Iam by law placed on the retired lst. 
For these reasons I feel that [do you no injustice in asking 
to be promoted in advance of you; knowing that in so short 
atime you would succeed me.

This letter is an indication of the excellent spirit 
Mm which Colonel Jongs will receive the announce- 
meut of the preferment of General Barrp which 
postpones his own promotion until August 20, 1888, 
still leaving him, however, nearly seven years to 
serve at the head of his corps. 

General Bairp, who began his military service in 
Florida in the field against the Seminoles 1850-51, 
Was almost continuously in the field during the 


Civil War, first in command of a light battery, next 
as Adjutant General of General TyLER’s division, 
and Inspector General and Chief of Staff of the 
Fourth Corps of the Army of the Potomac ; then as 
a brigade and division commander in the armies of 
the Ohio, Kentucky and Georgia. He has received 
the brevets of Lieutenant Colonel, Brigadier and 
Major General of the U.S. Army for gallant and 
meritorious service, and the officers of the line will 
receive with satisfaction the announcement of the 
promotion to the head of the Inspection Corps of 
an officer of such distinguished service in the com- 
mand of troops. 

The record of Colonel Jongs is also one of which 
any soldier might well be proud, and as an 
efficient, thorough and conscientious Inspector Gen- 
eral he has no superior in the military service. The 
appointment of General BAIRD promotes Major E. 
M. Hey1, of the Department, to the rank of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel and Inspector General, and leaves a 
vacancy for Major and Inspector General, which 
has been filled, in accordance with our announce- 
ment in the JOURNAL of Sept. 6, by the appointment 
of Captain HENRY J. FARNSWORTH, 8th U. S. Cay- 
alry, selected from numerous aspirants of long and 
faithful service. Captain FARNSWORTH served from 
July, 1864, until September, 1867, as a Captain and 
Assistant Quartermaster of volunteers, was ap- 
pointed a ist Lieutenant, 34th U. S. Infantry, in 
1867, in 1870 was assigned to the 8th Cavalry, and 
on the 17th of May, 1876, was promoted Captain. 
He is a native of New York, and a son of General 
J. G. FARNSwWoRTH, Adjutant General of the State 
of New York. There was great competition among 
Captains for the position, the applicants being forty 
or fifty, and strong influence was brought to bear 
upon the President and Secretary of War from var- 
ious directions. : 








THE BULGARIAN OUTBREAK. 


THE Pan-Bulgarian revolution oncg more directs 
attention to the Balkan Peninsula—the scene of so 
many famous contests that its geography and topo- 
graphy, at least, are familiar to every student of 
military history. The controversy therein is in 
one respect even more threatening to the peace of 
Europe than was the Afghan dispute which has 
just reached a definite settlement. Indeed, it is 
not impossible that the contest for the Afghan fron- 
tier was in the nature of a feint upon the part of 
Russia to divert ‘attention from her real object, 
and to remind England of the wisdom of com§ 
pounding with her neighbors for her own security. 
The Afghan dispute was one between courts, and 
measurably within the control of diplomacy ; this 
originates in that aspiration toward uuion among 
peoples of kindred race and religion which is so 
marked a characteristic of the present historical 
era. The logical result of the contest in 1877-8 be- 
tween the Sultan and the Czar, who bears the 
title of the ‘* Prince of Bulgaria,” was the treaty of 
San Stefano, which recognized the sentiment of 
unity. For this agreement was substituted the 
treaty made at Berlin a few months later, decreeing 
an artificial separation between Bulgaria and 
Eastern Roumalia, and one in every way unsatis- 
factory to those who were thus sacrificed to the 
necessities of European compromise. Hence the 
present outbreak, and the unanimous passage this 
week by the National Assembly of Bulgaria of a 
resolution approving of the reunion of the two Bul- 
garias. The Bulgarian Parliament has voted 
£5,000,000 for the purpose of carrying out the 
unity programme and adopted a resolution petition- 
ing the Czar to allow the Russian officers of the 
Bulgarian Army to remain in the service. 

The question now is whether the situation is one 
that justifies the interference of the Sultan, to whom 
is assigned the duty of quelling insurrection in Bul- 
garia. The latest report is that the Marquis of 
Salisbury has obtained a promise from the Porte 
not to send Turkish troops into Roumelia until the 
signatory powers to the treaty of Berlin have been 
consulted as to the advisability of the Sultan adopt- 
ing such a course. Meanwhile the Porte has issued 
a circular insisting upon the necessity of maintain- 
ing the treaty of Berlin, and asking the friendly in- 
tervention of the signatory powers to that end. 

The Bulgarian Government has sent a circular to 





the powers stating that the Mussulmans in Roume- 
lia are forming armed bands. Prince ALEXANDER, 
therefore, begs the Powers to intervene and compel 
the Sultan to say categorically whether he refuses 
to accept or agree to the Bulgarian union. 

St. Petersburg advices say that Russia will de- 
mand that the conference of the signatory powers 
depose Prince ALEXANDER, and will suggest Prince 
KARAGEORGIEVITCH, son-in-law of Prince NicoLas of 
Montenegro, as his successor. The Roumelians have 
formed an entrenched camp at Hermanli to defend 
the route from Adrianople, and warlike preparations 
are on foot. 

‘‘Had the Porte,” reasons the New York Sun, 
‘“‘at this grave crisis obeyed the instinct of self- 
preservation, instead of suffering its action to be 
paralyzed by divided counsel»; had it promptly, 
upon receiving news of the rebellion. notified the 
other signatory powers of its purpose to enforce the 
rights assured to it by treaty, and almost simulta- 
neously despatched the 7,000 Turkish veterans at 
Adrianople, it might with the utmost ease have 
seized Philippopolis, reinstated the,deposed Governor, 
occupied the Balkan passes, and announced that 
the incident was closed. But, haunted by natural 
forebodings that the Roumelian revolt, like the Ser- 
vian insurrection, had been instigated by Russie, 
and was, perhaps, countenanced by Austria, it 
missed the fleeting opportunity, and allowed the 
rebels to transform what was essentially a Turkish 
into a European question.” 

The latest information is that the Czar announees 
his intention of declaring war against Turkey the 
moment it attacks Bulgaria. 








WE publish elsewhere a full report of the Creed- 
moor Fall Meeting, the principal prize in which, the 
Hilton Trophy, was carried off by the Division of 
the Atlantic team, using the improved Springfield 
rifle, with its six grooves and a new twist. The win- 
ning score was 997, the same Division carrying off 
the trophy last year by a score of 1,028. The high- 
est score thus far in this match was that of the 
Michigan team in 1883, viz., 1,066 ; New York comes 
next, with 1,043, made in 1879. The Division of 
the Missouri won in 1880 with 1,023, and New York 
in 1881 with 911. In reference to this victory a 
correspondent at Creedmoor writes us as follows :

THE reports of the boards appointed by the Bu- 
reau of Construction and Repairs and the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering to examine the condition and 
take an inventory of the hulls, machinery, fittings, 
etc., of the U. S. steel cruisers Chicago, Boston and 
Atlanta were laid before the Secretary of the Navy 
this week. They were quite voluminous, giving in 
detail the present condition of all parts of the ves- 
sels anda long list of articles belonging thereto. 
The hull of the Chicago is reported complete, with 
minor exceptions, so far as relates to stern, stern 
post, keel, longitudinal and transverse frames, 
stern and stern framing, outside plating, inner bot- 
tom, ete. The Boston, which is still at Chester, is re- 
ceiving machinery; her boilers are in place and her 
propeller is shipped; the bottom to the water line is 
completed and painted with three coats of paint; the 
decks are calked with two coatsof oakum; the hold is 
only partially complete. The Atlanta is at the Mor- 
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boilers are in and secure, and the propeller is ship- 
ped. In other respects she is in about the same 
condition as the Boston.

The course was a triangular one from the Scotland 
Lightship, 13 miles on the two sides and somewhat 
less on the base. The yachts were sailing free on the 
first leg, bad windward work on the second, and on 
the third had the wind quartering. The breeze was 
very brisk and, except in shore, there was a lumpy 
sea, and on all the poiuts of sailing which the course 
called for the Genesta showed decided superiority.

The race forthe Brenton’s Reef Challenge Cup, 
which began Monday afternoon, September 21, was 
conciuded Wednesday afternoon, September 23, and 
resulted in asecond victory for the British cutter 
Genesta, which beat the schooner Dauntless, the only 
other contestant, several hours.

CoLone.t A. R. BurrineTon’s lastinvention, a new 
gun sight, says the Springfield Republican, is now 
complete. It isa great gain over the old sights, not 
only replacing the former cumbersome target guns, 
but graduating the range from 100 feet to 2,000 yards. 
The work of adding the new sight will be taken up 
at once. Last year 40,000 arms were made, the 
largest number since the war.

ENGLAND maintains in India an army of 30,000 
European soldiers and 120,000 natives, which is all 
that can be maintained without creating popular 
discontent by excessive taxation, this being a charge 
upon the Indian exchequer. This force enables Eng- 
land to put in the field for the defence of her north- 
western India frontier 30,000 European and 60,000 
native soldiers. This force, it is suggested, should 
be increased to an available total of 60,000 Europeans 
and 100,000 picked native troops. With this force 
and a reliable Turkish alliance England could at her 
leisure wait upon the movements of Russia. 








TuurspDAY, Sept. 24, says the New York Herald, is 
the ninth anniversary of the blowing up of Hell 
Gate, and if Lieutenant Derby’s expectations are re- 
alized there will be a similar explosion in the early 
days of next month, when Flood Rock is fired. The 
lieutenant said yesterday that he thought Flood 
Rock would be split into fragments not later than 
the 7th of October, and the nine acres of rocky im- 
pediment that have stood asa barrier for ages toa 
clear and safe channel for vessels at Hallett’s Point, 
Astoria, L. I., will be buried in the depths of a flow- 
ing tide that in some places has a sounding of ninety 
feet and an average of twenty-six.

RECENT DEATHS. 


CoMMODORE ALEXANDER A. Szemmaus, U.S. Navy, 
died suddenly, September 22, 1885, at his sum- 
mer home at Hamilton, London County, Virginia, 
where his family had been residing during 
the summer months. The deceased officer 
was born in the district of Columbia, entered 
the Naval Academy from Maryland and commis- 
sioned Midshipman October 22, 1841; promoted 
Passed Midshipman August 10, 1847, Master in 1855, 
Lieutenant September 15, 1885. In November, 1856, 
he commanded a force of tweuty-three sailors and 
marines in a successful attack upon an encampment 
of 100 Russian-American Indians in Puget Sound. 
During the War he highly distinguished himself as 
an able and gallant officer, and was present at 
numerous engagements. In February, 1865, he com- 
manded the Lehigh, and was senior officer of six ves- 
sels operating against the rebel defences on James 
Island; was at the fall of Charleston, commanded 
the Lehigh in a midnight bombardment of the How- 
lett House batteries on James River, and was pre- 
sent at the fall of Richmond. He was commissioned 
Commander July 25, 1866, Captain August 24, 1873, 
and Commodore March 10, 1882. Since June, 30, 1883 
he had been on duty as Commandant of the Wash- 
ington Navy-yard. 

In the death of Commodore Semmes the Navy has 
to mourn the loss of one of its most able and dis- 
tinguished officers. Surgeon M. L. Ruth, U.S. N., 
left Washington September 23 to take charge of the 
remains,

ORDNANCE SERGEANT RicHarD Brownz, U.S. A., 
a veteran and faithful soldier, in charge of Fort 
Mifflin, pear Philadelphia, was drowned vear that 
post Sept. 19. At the inquest, Mr. H. H. Sharp, Fort 
keeper, testified that the Sergeant had been last seen 
alive about 10 o’clock in the morning of September 
19, and that the body was found in the water in the 
dike west of the fort about & o’clock the same even- 
ing. Mr. Sharp was convinced that the drowning 
was accidental. Sergeant Browne was born in Ire- 
land, but his relatives are in Australia. He en- 
listed in 1855 and served in the 9th Infantry until 
March 20, 1872, when he was appointed Ordnance 
Sergeant. The remains were interred in the new 
National Cemetery at Philadelphia under the direc- 
tion of Colonel H. M. Robert, Corps of Engineers. 

Mr. WiLtIAM H. Toucuton, formerly an Acting 
Third Assistant Engineer, U. S. N., and for some 


years past Chief Engineer on the U.S. buoy-tender 
Wisteria, died September 17, from injuries received 
by a fall on board the Equator at Baltimore. 


Mrs. Rost GREENE EF. Forbes, wife of Captain R. B. 
Forbes, the well-known seaman, died at Milton, 
Mass., September 18, 1885, after a painful illness of 
several months. I1t was the eighty-first anniversary 
of the husband’s birth and the pair had been mar- 
ried over fifty years. 








NORDENFELDT SUBMARINE BOATS. 


THE English papers contain an account of the Nord 
enfeldt submarine boat, giving the following as some 
of the leading experiences actually obtained: Four 
full grown men were entirely shut up in the boat 
for six hours without the slightest connection with 
the outside atmosphere, and they felt no ineonveni- 
ence whatever. The longest period that this boat 
remained under water, cupola and all completely 
submerged, and with the crew on board, and with- 
out once coming to the surface, was one hour. The 
greatest depth at whch the boat has operated was 16 
feet below the surface. It has always been possible 
by varying the speed of the vertical side propellers 
to maintain the boat within one foot of any desired 
depth. The greatest distance the boat has travelled 
when completely closed up, and driven only by the 
heat reservoired in its hot water tanks, is sixteen 
miles; the speed maintained on this occasion was 
three miles per hour, consequently the boat can be 
safely trusted to do twelve miles under water. The 

reatest distance it has travelled as an ordinary sur- 

ace steamer, without recoaling, is 150 miles. The 

longest journey it has made on its own bottom was 
from Stockholm, in the Baltic, by the inner route to 
Gothenburg, in the Kattegat. While on this jour- 
ney some severe weather was encountered, but the 
boat proved thoroughly seaworthy. No difficulty has 
been found in getting crews willing to go below. The 
fact of the boat having an ordinary boiler and steam 
engine, without any chemicals or untried motor, in- 
spires confidence. As a means of defence against 
speedy surface boats, it is intended to fit her with a 
single-barrelled Nordenfeldt gun firing 1°{ Ib. shell 
of 14 inch diameter. 

A number of naval and engineer officers have 
been ordered by the Home and Colonial authorities 
to examine the vessel, and to proceed next month to 
Denmark to witness a series of exhaustive trials, 
there to be carried out with the new invention. 

The dimensions of the boat which is to be experi- 
mented with are not very large, but sufficiently so 
to afford air space for the four men employed as her 
crew; and larger boats can, of course, be built on 
the same plauv. The vessel, which is built of steel. is 
cigar shaped, ¢4 ft. in length, 12 ft. at her bro:dest 
beam, and 11 ft. deep; a small turret, 12 in. deep at 
top, witha protected glass cupola, affords ingress 
and egress, and allows the Captain to get 1 good 
view around when he elects to come above water. 

The best feature of the invention is its simplicity ; 
and where it mainly differs from other inventions of 
a similar nature appears to be in asystem of bal- 
anced rudders, which give the vessel a constant hori- 
zontal position, while two screws placed in sponsons 
on either beam supply the power by which its inher- 
ent bouyancy is overcome and the boat sunk to any 
required depth. There is, therefore, no danger of 
the vessel remaining under water unless at the wish 
of its inmates, nor of it, when going ahead or astern, 
driving downwards or upwards in a slanting direc- 
tion. he men who have been hermetically shut up 
in the boat fora period of six hours state that they 
felt no inconvenience either from want of air or 
height of temperature, although no apparatus for 
chemical or other purification of the atmosphere 
was resorted to. A meter for showing the liie-sus- 
taining properties of the air inside is carried in the 
boat, and the air is cooled by an arrangement made 
for that purpose; but the air space seems to be quite 
sufficient for the crew on board. The motor for 
driving the engires, both for working the sinking- 
propellers at the sides and for the screw which is 
astern, is ordinary steam stored in hot-water reser- 
voirs. This is, of course, only for use when the boat 
is submerged. On other occasions, the steam is de- 
rived from an ordinary boiler. The danger of leak- 
ageis guarded against by the provision of powerful 

umps, while the sinking propellers are controlled 
an automatic arrangement, which stops them 
when a desired or given depth is attained, and by 
starting them again if the boat rises assists in main- 
taining that depth. 

The proposed armament is a Whitehead torpedo 
discharged from the bow, a Nordenfeldt controllable 
torpedo towed astern, and a five-barrelled machine- 
gun, firing, if necessary, dynamite or other shell, 
mounted before the conning-tower, for use when 
above water. Its weapons of offence including the 
torpedo, automobile or controllable, with the power 
of using it by day or night, unseen and unheard, 
and at any convenient distance. If this should fail 
to effect the purpose, or should there be a chance 
from the demoralization of the foe, the boat is :l- 
lowed to rise to the surface, and a well-placed dy!a- 
mite shell from the machine-gun does the torped)s8 
work above water, 
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THE CREEDMOOR FALL MEETING. 

THE Creedmoor fall meeting began Wednesday, 
Sept. 16, and ended Thursday, Sept. 24. The average 
attendance outside the Army was very slim indeed, 
and to our regret we noticed, among the missing 


ones, a host of the foremost riflemen of the country, | 


whose namesare familiar through the entire rifle 
world. There seems to be dissatisfaction with the 
manner in which things are run, and yet there is no 
doubt but that those who are at present at the head 
of the Rifle Association, and those who were con- 
nected with the conduct of the meeting, worked 
faithfully and conscientiously. A veteran. rifleman 
long connected with the Board of Directors re- 
marked to us: “If the advice of a distinguished offi- 
cer, then at the head of the association, to the effect 
that if a few more of the old ‘bucks’ had resigned a 
few yearsago, then perhups the very liberal prize 
lists would have brought out the riflemen, as there 
are certainly plenty in the country. We want a 
National Rifle Association, and that badly.” The 
remark of our friend of the Spirit of the Times that 
“it may be safely inferred that the great amateur 
rifle club is dead,’’ seems to come very near the 
truth. The truth of the remark in our editorial of 
last week that the present drift of marksmanship is 
in the military direction was verified by the result 
of the present meeting, and yet the apathy of the 
New York, Connecticut, New Jersey and troops of 
other neighboring States was conspicuous. The 
difficulty of access to Creedmoor can hardly be ac- 
cepted as an excuse on so important an occasion as 
the fall meeting, even if it were admissable with re- 
gard to the ordinary weekly matches. Only three 
State teams in arenowned match like the “Hilton 
Trophy” shows conclusively that the interest in rifle 
shooting is decidedly on the wane outside of the 
Army, where marksmanship is booming. Now that 
the Army has won that trophy again we presume 
the Regulars will have to defend it again at Creed- 
moor, but outside of that there will be little chance 
of them coming again, as the Government intends 
to fit up a Division range of its own at Fort Niagara, 
N. Y., before the advent of the next season. With- 
out the Regulars the present meeting might almost 
have been called a funeral. The soldiers would 
doubtless like to fight it out for the tropby with the 
Lee or some other good rifle, but don’t enthuse over 
the old Springfield. Itis the old story over again, 
many rifles disabled or partially so, and many com 
petitors disgusted in consequence. 

The weather during the meeting, taken asa whole, 
was not favorable for good shooting, as very high 
winds prevailed almost every day, and, on Wednes- 
diy, the gale was terrific and chilly, even with a 
good overcoat. This boisterous wind of course de- 
terred many marksmen from putting in appearance, 
which consequently dimished the success of the 
meeting. Many of the competitors present hailed 
this wind as a relief and as they could not shoot 
standing, engaged heartily in an improvised 200 
yards lying down match. 

Several protests were made during the meeting 
against competitors who used the new 6 groove 
Springfield B. L. rifle on the ground that this new 
gun although issued by the U.S. Government is 
merely an experimental one and has not been issued 
at large to the Army. Itis therefore contended that 
itis not fair that in matches admitting the U.S. 
Service Rifle, anything but the Springfield Rifle, 
having a barrel 32.6 inches long, cut with three 
grooves, one turnin 22 inches, and chambered for a 
shell 2 1-10 inches long should be used. The pro- 
gramme distinctly states this and it is urged that 
the committee to decide the protests in this connec- 
tion should stand by the rulesand we have no doubt 
but that they will decide the matter on its merits.

INTERESTING FACTS. 

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journ: 

From curiosity I was led to make some little com- 

utations regarding soldiers’ deposits, under Sections 
| 1305 and 1306, U. S. Revised Statutes. The results 
surprised me. The figures are not only startling, 
but instructive, and merit the serious consideration 
of every enlisted man in the Army. As such I sub- 
mit them to the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL. 

For illustration, I have taken the case of a private, 
and his service as continuous. 

1st Enlistment—Pay, $13 per month; deposit, $5 per 
month ; deposits, $300; interest, $28; retained pay, $72 
aa Average saving per year, $80; per month, 


2d Enlistment—Pay, $18; deposit per month, $10; 
re-deposit, $400; interest, $80; deposits, 3600; in- 
terests, $56—$1136. Saving per year for 10 years, 
$113.60; per month, $9.46. 

3d Enlistment—Pay, 1$9; deposit per month, $10; 
re-deposit, $1136; interest, 227.20; deposits, $600; in- 
terest, 19.20. Saving per year for 15 years, 
$134.60; per month, $11.21. 

4th Enlistment—Pay, $20; deposit per month, $10; 
re-deposit, $201.20; interest, $403.84 ; deposit, $600 ; in- 
terest, $56—33079.04. Saving per year for 20 years, 
$153.95; per month, $12.83. 

5th Enlistment—Pay, $21; deposit per month, $10: 
re-deposit, $3079 ; interest, $615.80; deposits, 3600; in- 
terest, $56—34350.80. Saving per year for 25 years, 
$174; per month, $14.50. 

6th Enlistment—Pay, $22; deposit per month, $10; 
re-deposit, 34350; interest, $870: deposits, $600; in- 
terest, . Average saving per year for 30 
years, $195.86; per month, $16.32; or more than he 
received for any year or any month of his first 
enlistment. 

A sergeant or corporal can with less difficulty 
make the amount 36000. 

To put the matter in another shape. The private 
soldier has shelter, clothing and rations—in other 
words, is found—and #8 per month in Ist and 2d en- 
listments, $9 in 3d, and $10 in 4th, $11 in 5th; and $12 
in 6th enlistment, and 35876 after 30 years continuous 
service. In all this he has no worry or anxiety about 
his investment, employs no agents, and is at no 
expense. 

hether the provisions of these sections of the 
Revised Statutes apply to soldiers on the retired list 
{ am not certain, but from the wording of them I 
should so construe it. Questions might arise as, 
‘Cun the interest be drawn quarterly or annually ?”’ 
or **Can the deposit be drawn at pleasure?’ Pre- 
suming no obstacles in the way, the soldier goes on 
the retired list with a deposit of $5,576 to his credit. 
The annual interest on this amount at 4 per cent is 
$235.04, or $19.58 per month. This with his retired 
ay ($25.24) would give him the certain income of 
Lrg) per month. Supposing the man enlists at the 

e of 21, at 51 he can retire on an invome which 
will enable him to live comfortably the remainder 
of his days. 

That the above result is within the means of every 
unmarried soldier, I have no hesitancy in affirming. 
Observation every pay day confirms that assertion. 
How many men spend their pay the first week after 
payment for that which takes both their cents and 
sense and have nothing the other seven weeks? How 
many invest from $% to $10 per month in the Sol- 
diers’ Home who willnever reap anything from that 
Home, but rather discharges with dubious charac- 
ters, or none at all? The amounts so disposed of, if 
deposited with the paymaster, would meet with the 
results | have indicated. 

Can there be one question as to the wisdom of a 
plan which capitalizes a portion of his means, and 
enables the soldiers, after thirty years’ faithful ser- 
vice, to retire on a competency ?

“LET US HAVE PEACE!” 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal 

In your edition of August 29, 1885, reference is 
made to remarks said to have been made by General 
Toombs, formerly a Senator in Congress, from Geor- 
gia, about the loss of money by Lieut. U. S. Grant, 
4th Infantry. In justice to the living and the dead, 
I beg leave to say: The newspaper assertions are 
without toundation, and manufactured, like the sur- 
render of General Lee under the Appomattox apple 
tree. 

Lieut. U. 8S. Grant lost some money in the Valley 
of Mexico, under the following circumstances: The 
4th Regiment of Infantry—a part of General Ben- 
nett Riley’s brigade—was located in Tacubaya, five 
miles from the City of Mexico, during the armistice 
between Generals Scott and Santa Anna, while Mr. 
Nicholas Triste, as Diplomatic Agent of the U.S., 
was endeavoring to arrange terms preparatory to a 
treaty with Mexico. Lieut. Grant was Regimental 
Quartermaster and ex-officio Acting Assistant Com- 
missary, etc. The company officers were quartered 
as near as possible to their respective companies and 
not havirg sufficient quarters for all of the regiment 
in the adjoining houses, Lieut. Grant took an isolated 
building ip rear of, and perhaps one hundred yards 
from, the quarters of the rest of the regiment. He 
was necessarily absent at times from his office and 
quarters. On one occasion, returning to his office 
he found his chest removed which contained his 
moneys and other articles of value. He gave the 
alarm, and, on searching, the chest was found in an 
open field robbed of everything of value. 

The funds, if I recollect correctly, consisted prin- 
cipally, if not wholly, of the savings from baking 
flour for the regiment into bread, and affected the 
regimental fund. If there were any other funds 
(his private money excepted) lost at that time, I do 
not and cannot recall the fact. Lieut. Grant asked 
fora Board of Survey, which was ordered to von- 
vene and investigate the loss reported. After a care- 
ful examination into all the facts connected with 
this robbery, the Board exonerated Lieut. Grant 
from any laché. 

I was then an officer ot the 4th Infantry, and a 
member of the Board then ordered.

THE NATIONAL MILITIA LAWS. 


THERE are very few people. if any, who under- 
stand the Militia Laws of the United States, or the 
manner of enforcing them. There is no doubt 
that these laws are superannuated, incongruous, and 
variable in the different States. Good as some of 
them may be, it is clear that the majority are 
not adapted to present circumstances and require- 
ments, and consequently useless. If we are to have 
national militia laws, let them be practical and con- 
sistent with modern requirements. Congress has 
taken up the subject at various periods, but so far 
nothing practical has been accomplished. There is 
a decided lack of interest in the matter, and we 
believe that the National Guard Association of the 
United States would do better by simply inducing 
Congress to pass a law appointirg a proper Commis- 
sion to look into and report upon the requirements 
of a proper modern militia system, instead of 
asking an appropriation of a million dollars, to 
be expended in the hopeless task of improving what 
is now at best only an mcongruous mass of so-called 
soldiers. 

A bill should be introduced requiring the Presi- 
dent to appoint a Board, consisting of the Commit- 
tees on Militia of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives,and of three officers of the U. 8S. Army 
and three officers selected from the Uniformed 
Militia or National Guard of the States, for the 
above purpose, with an appropriation of say $20,000 
for expenses, and directions to report before Dec. 
1, 1886. 

The present efforts will never result in real im- 
provement. 








DISCHARGE FOR GOOD OF THE SERVICE. 


CoMMANDERS in the National Guard who are afraid 
of applying the law properly, frequently find it con- 
venient to get rid of offenders of a certain class, or 
of generally undesirable individuals, by a summary 
“discharge for the good of the service.’’ In some 
cases the desired result may be obtained, but as this 
course carries with it no specific punishment it is 
of little value as a preventive, and it has no effect 
upon that large class who, so far at least as military 
obligations are concerned, still adhere to the Jesuit- 
ical maxim that “‘ the end justifies the means.”” The 
military service generally gets no benefit; the 
offender, who does not care for the odium attached 
to the position into which he has got himself, snaps 
his fingers at the authorities as soon as he gets free, 
and the example instead of becoming a warning 
one, only incites others to imitation. The custom is 
carried to excess, and the service suffers. Courts- 
martial are more or less expensive, and as the 
amount allowed for the maintenance of the Guard 
is limited, we can understand the necessity of avoid- 
ing them wherever practicable with due regard to 
the interests of the service. From many cases re- 
cently brought to our notice, however, it appears 
that these interests are not always consulted in the 
disposal of such cases, and that justice is often de- 
feated from lack of energy in applying the strong 
arm of the law. Furthermore it seems that this 
apathy is not confined to minor commanders, but 
that the disease has reached Albany, and that sev- 
eral recent severe offenders against discipline against 
whom charges have been preferred, will probably 
get off scot free, because it “‘ would cost too much” 
to bring them to trial as required by laws and regu- 
lations. This was not what was expected from an ad- 
ministration which has so far generally shown a cor- 
rect appreciation of the military requirements of 
the troops under its charge. Proper punishment of 
all offenders, according to the rules laid down, is 
always the safest procedure, and trial by Court- 
martial is more likely to insure justice than any ar- 
bitrary proceeding. The Army authorities have for 
several years frowned upon the custom of summary 
discharge in vogue in the U.S. Service for a time, 
and the doubtless more equitable custom of a fair 
trial has taken its place. In view of all these facts, 
a closer supervision and more minute methods of 
investigation and punishment in the National Guard 
would seem a timely measure. 





NEW YORK. 


The most important event since our last issue in 
the 1st Division was the laying of the corner-stone 
of the 12th Regiment Armory at the corner 62d St. 
and 9th Ave,, on Saturday, Sept. 19. The ceremony 
was conducted with Masonic rites. The building is 
expected to be completed in March, 1886. Its esti- 
mated cost is $700,000. The building occupies 22 city 
lots, extending from 9th Ave., 340 feet on 61st and 
62d Sts. It is divided into two sections, one of which 
the drill room, will be 175 by 200 feet. with a height 
of 45 feet. Along the edge of the roof of the drill 
room will run a parapet walk guarded by astone 
wall nine feet high. Seventy port holes are to be 
built in this wall. The other section of the building 
is to be devoted to administrative work. 

Major General Alexander Shaler, Mr. Squire of the 
Armory Board, Col. 8. V. R. Cruger, Col. John Ward, 
Gen. W. G. Ward, and Gen. Daniel Butterfield made 
speeches. The resignation of Capt. H. D. Lockwood,

elect. W. G. Walton, of the 1ith Regiment, is one of 
the oldest and most successful captains of the 9th 
Regiment, to which he will be a severe loss. Sub 
rosa report says that the captain was dissatisfied 
with the record made by his old organization at this 
season’scamp. An election for a brigadier general 
in D wy of Gen. Christensen will take place Oct. 13. 
he followitg inspections have been ordered in 
the 2d Division: 17th Separute Company, at Flush- 
ing, on grounds suitable for manceuvres, Thursday, 
Oct. 1, at 3.30 Pp.

THE SHAM FIGHT MANIA. 


THE sham fight nuisance is soperentty taking a 
firm hold on a portion of the militia of this State, 
and the example P pan y set by the Ist Brigade, 

; M., has spread until the day which should be 
devoted to drill and instruction is likely, if the pro- 
per authorities do not at once take measures to stop 
this growing evil, to be devoted to the taking of im- 
aginary positions, garrisoned 7 an imaginary large 
force and the consumption of a vast deal of bad 
powder, at the expense of time which could better 
be La mp Meg in another direction of much more 
value to the working force of this State. Up to the 
present time, the military authorities of this State 
have exacted the maximum amount of work, allow- 
ing but the minimum of foolish play, and these 
efforts have made the militia of this State a solid, re- 
spectable force, which has won the respect of our 
taxpayers and the admiration of military men in 
general. The work done by the 2d Infantry at its 
annual drill at Greenfield on Thursday last, seems 
to have been about equally divided between looting 
an apple wagon and indulging in a sham fight. The 
attack on the wagon was much more successful than 
the actual fight, judging from the reports, for, 
while in the first place the boys secured the apples 
without.injury, in the fight where powder was used 
several of these heroes were badly burned. The re- 
sult of these two encounters are surely not credit- 
able to the officers who mapped out the ‘piece de 
resistunce’’ of the day. It shows that when “ going 
it alone’”’—of course it is presumed that no officer 
had ahand in the battle of apples—the men took 
much better care of themselves than their officers 
were able to when they carried their men under fire. 
For in the first ag the apples were secured with- 
out accident, while in the latter several men were so 
badly led that they fired their ancient Springfield 
rifles in the faces of their comrades, extinguishing 
their friends’ beauty and freckles at the same time. 
Seriously, this sham fight business should be 
stopped. A family mourns the loss of a father whose 
face was shattered in a sham fight recently in Illi- 
nois; in California, this summer, several militiamen 
were maimed for life ata sham fight, and at South 
Framingham, last year, the affair proved tedious to 
the spectators, tiresome and trying to the men them- 
selves, and a great danger to the property of the 
State. On this subject the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL says: 

** Under the circumstances which govern the en- 
campments of our State troops, they afford no ad- 
vantages, and should be discontinued. There is 
hardly a case on record where they did not result in 
miserable failures in tactical and _ strategical 
resp 2cts.”’ 

In 1882 Captain George B. Rodney, 4th Artillery, 
U. S. A., who was present in the camps of the Massa- 
chusetts militia as a representative of the General 
Government, witnessed a sham fight at Framing- 
ham, and his opinion of its worth was given in his 
report to the adjutant general of the Army. He said: 
“The Ist Brigade was exercised in asham fight, the 
time expended in this work being time wasted.” 
The opinion of Gen. Morris Schaff, at the time in- 
spector-general of our militia, on this same subject 
may be found on p. 42, adjutant-general’s report of 
1882. He says: 

‘The ‘sham battle of the Ist Brigade is a sensa- 
tional innovation of doubtful utility. Such move- 
ments are of great value to the staff of a corps or bri- 
gade if carried out on an extensive scale, but a sham 
battle of an hour’s duration loosens rather than crys- 
tallizes a command; the point to be gained in the 
militia is not so much the entertainment of the men 
as the acquirement of soldierly habits.”” In the face 
of the opinions given by these practical soldiers, this 
foolish, not to say dangerous practice goes on. Now 
is the time to stop it, and those who have the au- 
thority should exercise it to the end that our splen- 
did force of active militiamen shall not degenerate 
into the fuss and feather, play soldier of the years 
before the war. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


INSPECTOR-GENERAL ELBERT WHEELER in his report of 
the New Hampshire camp states that Co. K, 3d Regt., was 
excused from duty on account of so small a number of men 
being able to attend, and that the officers on that acconnt 
expressed a wish to have the company disbanded, which may 
probably become necessary. This inabitity to attend camp 
was caused by the refusal of employers to allow their men 
to go, under penalty of losing their situations. This same 
objection was made in several other companies, notably in 
the 2d Regiment, and caused a consequent small attendance. 
Gen. Wheeler says: “* Upon the previous application of the 
Adjutant-General for the detail of an officer of the Army to 
attend the encampment, the War Department designated 
Gen. R. H. Jackson, Major 5th U. 8. Artillery, to perform 
that duty. The detail was particularly pleasing to me from. 
former relations and service with him in the Ist Artillery, 
He reported in camp on June 1 and remained until the close, 
iving freely to all the needed information, suggestions, and 
Kindly criticisms on practical points, which only a regular 
officer of experience can give. The State has been exceed- 
ingly fortunate in the details sent at various times by the 
War Department, and the practical good resulting trom 
them cannot be doubted. It is but justicc to Col. Langdon, 
who was present last year, to say that he was mentioned in 
your application as one whose detail would be very accep- 
table, but owing to his having just been ordered to change 
station with his regiment, this was considered impracticable, 
and Gen. Jackson was detailed in his stead. He assisted at 
all inspections, card drills, grand rounds, etc., made by me, 
and I am indebted to him, as is every one with whom he 
came in contact, for much valuable assistance.” 
Of guard duty hesays: While it is true that the experi- 
ence is new to many of them it is equally true that a little 
more effort in studyinz one’s particular duties would be the 
means of avoiding the more common errors. 
Guard dutywas almost entirely performed by men who had 





had no previous experience, es were made frequently, 


but the instruction given by Capt. Scammon, A. D. C., wa 
met by a very evident desire to learn, and the single ‘s 
experience of each sentinel gave him qaereky avery in 
gent idea of his practical duties. e battery sentinels 
showed an es y good knowledge of their duties, genera 
and special, which was cxplained later by acquaintance with 
their system of ee every member to commit to mem 
ory the formula of general orders as taught in the Army, 
and special orders ae to their posts. 

Salutes by sentries were generally rendered, but not al- 
ways correctly. More thorough instruction on this point 
should be given 1n the armories. 

Some officers do not so qualify themselves in military 
knowledge as tocommand the continued respect and atten- 
tion of their men by leading them on ‘to higher and 
higher attainments in the soldier’s profession. Some few 
officers seem content to be on a level with their men; they 
should be in advance and lead them. Attention to courtesies 
was well observed in most cases, but hardly equal to last 
yoar. 

Formations were in almost all cases made quickly, and in 
excellent order. The exceptions were when flank compa- 
nies, in their haste to be prompt, arrived on the line in ad- 
vance of companies that should have preceded them. For- 
mations of the brigade, under the direction of Maj. Cheever, 
were uniformly well made, allin line of masses except at 
the review on Thursday.

Skirmish drill by the bugle was very well illustrated by 
Co. D, lst Regiment (Exeter),and much credit is due them 
for the zeal thus shown. 

Signalling also was voluntarily done by a detachment 
from this company, under charge of Capt. ammon, A. D. 
C., and was done well. Besides using the regular flag code, 
a code of disc signals, orig:nal with Capt. Scammon, was 
used. This was very simple, easily learned, and very effec- 
tive, and much credit is due the captain for his enterprise 
and success. 

The discipline of the camps was very excellent in general, 
the few cases of need of correction being readily met.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


It has been discovered that in a number of 13-inch 
mortars at Woolwich, England, the vent has been 
drilled only to a depth of three or four inches, leav- 
ing a barrier of sclid metal about eight inches deep 
between the friction tube‘and the powder charge. 
It has, therefore, been concluded—probably with 
sufficient reason—says the London Globe. that they 
are not “fit for service.” But it is, nevertheless, the 
fact that they were received, inspected, and passed 
into store as ** thoroughly serviceable.” 


In conformity with the new Italian law regarding 
the naval reserve. the Washington, Manilla, and 
Siria, mai] steamships of the Rubattino Steam Navi- 
gation Company, are being fitted at Genoa to carry 
each six 16-ton guns and two torpedo tubes at the 
bows, in order that if required they may be called 
into service as cruisers. 


_THE Russian Government has received informa- 
tion from Loudon of the formal acceptance by the 
British Cabinet of its recent proposals in regard to 
the Zulficar Pass. The last serious difficulty in the 
way of an amicable settlement of the Afghan ques- 
tion is thus overcome, and the results arrived at will 
be at once embodied in a Protocol. The boundary 
will be fixed in detail by a mixed Commissson on the 
spot, the work of which will probably begin without 
delay ; but the main points will be enumerated and 
defined in the Protovol. 


A SERIES of experiments are about to take place in 
Stokes Bay in connection with submarine mines. It 
has been found that a submarine mine field can be 
successfully attacked by counter mines, and the 
purpose is to determine how far the hning of the 
upper mines with cement will prevent explosion. 
The experiments will be on a somewhat large scale 
as much as 400 lbs. of gun-cotton being placed in the 
upper mines. 


Ir is unfortunately beyond doubt that although 
-we may have the finest breed of horses in the world 
the demand for animals of a good stamp is greater 
than it ever was before, and that with rather under 
2,000,000 agricultural horses in the kingdom, we are 
barely able to meet our ordinary requirements, so 
that the time has fully arrived when the Govern- 
ment of this country must bestir itself in the very 
important matter of the deficiency in our supply of 
horses.—Broad Arraw. 


Kina HuMBERT has expressed his desire to review 
the permanent fleet in the Bay of Naples, and there- 
fore it is expected that his Majesty will soon visit 
that city.
